WANT SPECIFIC TAXES 


In consequence several OUoans, 


like Representative Burton, say they 
will vote for the bonus only If some 
provision ts made to pay it by spe- 
cific taxation over and above the 
taxes now prevailing. Just what 
sort of taxation this is to be is not 
clear, as none of the experts on pub- 
lic finance -who have wrestled with 
the problem have yet suggested any 
acceptable plan for raisins the bil- 
lions necessary to pay a soldiers 
bonus.

Apparently the best prophecy yet 


made is that in the end a majority 
of House members, including the 
larger part of the Ohio delegation, 
will vote for a bonus bill without 
any more definite proposal for in- 
come than its predecessor carried m 
the last Congress. 
This majority holds to the view 


that passage of the bonus bill f by 
the next Congress is an act of po- 
litical necessity" in view of the ap- 
proaching presidential campaign.

the attitude of Ohio members to- 
ward them is any criterion or na- 
tional opinion.

indicates that he expects support from 40 states. 
which, if true, will make him a strong contender in 
the race. 
Senator Underwood of Alabama, already 


Is an avowed candidate and there Is speculation con- 
cerning Governor Al Smith of New York, sltho it is 
probable that bis leaning on the liquor question will 
disqualify him.

cal training. There is plenty of ev- 
idence given I>y the teachers them- 
selves that foul air benumbs or dulls 
the mind, for teachers cannot

noticing the remarkable 
improve- 


ment in class work which is mada 
by pupils in open air school rooms. 


The foul air I refer to is the warm 


air of the school room where drafts

WASHINGTON. D. C. —- Supple- 


menting its work of last year, when 
official road cars of the 
National 


Motorists Association actually sur- 
veyed all the various routes leading 
from Chicago, Cleveland and Wash- 
ington to the principal touring ob- 
jectives of Florida, the N. M. A, has 
practically completed a rechecking 
of the southern bifchwajs for the 
benefit of southbound tourists dur- 
ing the 1923-24 travel 
season, 
it 


was announced at the organization's 
headquarters here today. 


Incomplete 
reports 
show 
that 


there have been some highly im- 
portant changes in southern road 
conditions durlnr the 
past' year. 


These, it is pointed out, have been 
happy Improiements. 
In manv in- 


stances bad roads have been paved, 
and long routes shortened. 


Since reports of the findings of 


the r^ad loggers have been wired 
dally to N- M. A. headquarters in 
this city, and then mailed to its ap- 
proximately 
400 
affiliated 
clubs 


thruout the country, the very latest 
road information is now available. 
It is said, and new maps and route 
cards are now available. 


Believing that a tremendous num- 


ber of car owners will 
head 
for 


Florida and southern 
points 
this 


winter, and that with the ever-in- 
creasing number of theso 
tourists 
the migration will naturally sot in 
earlier each year, thf> N. M. A. sought 
to have accurate information ready 
at the earliest possible moment- 


Pursuing the announced policy of 


the N. M. A., this latest information 
is at the disposal of any motorist 
who is a member of any automobile 
club, irrespective of its national af- 
filiation. 
This policy was adopted 


by the N. M. A., it is stated, on the 
theory that the interest-* of motor 
car owners can best bo served by 
courtesy to one another rather than 
by a poliov of so^rogating themselves 
into clannish factions and hurling 
invectives across spite fences. 


While the N. M. A. has tome 4 nO 


clubs operating under 
its 
official 


banner, officials here say that more 
than 500 motor organizations havu 
Joined its reciprocal plan, thus in- 
suring the. most widespread national 
touring servica in the history of mo- 
toring. 


Three especially built cars, each 


manned 
by 
thoroly 
experienced 


road loggers and map makers, cov- 
ered the various optional southern 
routes this year. 


The three expeditions are under 


the general command of Secretary 
George Donahue of the Automobile 
club of Rochester (N- Y.), Chair- 
man of the N. M. A- Touring Board. 


Being a veteran automobile club 


man and one of the foremost auto 
road pathfinders in 
the country. 


Donahue was prevailed upon by Sec- 
retary Fred Caley of the N. M. A. 
to undertake this important work. 
With Donahue at its head, the com- 
pleted woric, it is believed, is 
the 


most comprehensive and accurate 
southern survey yet compiled by 
any touring organization. 


Not only have Donahue and his 


crew actually covered e<-'ery avail- 
able route to the south, but arrange- 
ments have been made at numerous 
points to have all road changes that 
might occur during the winter re- 
ported Immediately

headquarters.

The natural gaa coming out at the 
top is practically without gasoline, 
while the oil at the bottom has ab- 
sorbed it. Then by a simple process 
of 
distillation, the gasoline is de- 


rived from the oil, and the oil goes 
thru the same operation again. 


A good sized plant, say 
survey 


officials, can treat 80,000,000 cubic 
feet of natural gas this uay, and 
obtain at least 8,000 gallons of gas- 
oline a day. 


And when the natural gas, bereft 


of the gasoline, is used by the 
householder, it 
is maintained, it 


gives just as good Jigbt and just as 
much heat as it would with the gas- 
oline in it.

the gasoline makes the cooking gas 
so much cheaper, because it was the 
gasoline that destroyed the rubber 
in the pipe lines, caused gas leak- 
ages, and raised the 
operating 
costs.

LONG HIDDEN SECRET 


OF KANGAROO'S BIRTH 


CHICAGO — 
A 
kangaroo 
at 


birth weighs about 
eight or nine 


grains, is a trifle more than an inch 
long and not much thicker than an 
ordinary lead pencil, according to 
George F. Morse, Jr., of the Chicago 
Zoological Society. 


How the baby kangaroo was born 


was until recently a mystery to zoo- 
logists, Morse said, because, being 
a pouch animal, the actual birth was 
difficult to witness. 


"One day T noticed that one of our 


kangaroos waa acting strangely, so I 
got the bead-keeper to put it in a 
separate room used for the observa- 
tion of animals," 
Morse 
declared.

The local Soviet leaders, by means of 


heavy bribes, corrupted a small group of 
temple court officials, including a clique 
of Thihrtan monks, who were "spiritual 
advisers," witch doctors and "holy men. 


They aproed, for a certain sum, to

tells many amazing details of his life 
which point to the possibility that he 
may share ths fate of the "living god* 
dess." 


"The personality of the living Bud- 


dha is double, just as everything in 
Buddhism is double," writes Ossen- 
dowski. "Clever, penetrating and en- 
ergetic, he at the same time indulges 
in the drunkenness which has brought 
on his blindness. When he 
first became blind the Lamas 
were thrown into a state of 
desperation.

However, this did not help the 
incarnate Buddha's sight, but it did give 
fiim the opportunity of hurrying on to 
*eir higher life (by poisoning) those 
among the Lamaa who had shown too 
much radicalism in their proposed method 
of solving his problem. 


"He never ceases to ponder upon -the 


cause of the Church and of Mongolia, but 
at the same time likes to indulge himself 
with useless trifles. 
A retired Russian 


officer presented him with two old guns, 
for which the donor received the title of 
Tumbaiir Hun, or 'Prince-Dear-to^My- 
Heart.' On holidays these cannon were 
fired, to the great amusement of the blind 
old man. Motor cars, talking machines, 
telephones, crystals, porcelains, pictures, 
rare animals and birds—all these were in 
the palace of the 'god,' but all were soon 
cast aside and forgotten for the cannon. 


"On the occasion of my first vicit to 


the living god with Baron von Ungern 
the house was wholly surrounded by a 
crowd of red and yellow Lamas—servants, 
councilors, officials, fortune tellers, doc- 
tors and favorites.
